STORM HITS CUBAN COAST, 
MOVES ON TOWARD BAHAMAS 


Gale Expected to Pass Florida to 
Southeast, Continue Out 
me to Sea. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fila., Nov. 1 
(AP).—A tropical storm. originating 
in the Caribbean sea passed over 
the southeast coast of Cuba at 7 a. 
m. today and continued to move 
east northeastward about 14 miles 
an hour, the Weather Bureau here 
reported. 

The advisory said the storm was 
“attended by strong winds and 
gales.” Last night forecasters said 
they believed the disturbance ha\ 
winds of hurricane force (75 miles 
an hour or more) near the center. 

If the storm continues its pres- 
ent course, the bureau said, it will 
affect the southern Bahamas to- 
night. This course would take it 
southeast of Florida and point it to- 
ward the open sea. 


DEMANDS U. 5. RECALL 
ITS ENVOY 10 RUSSIA 


Congressman McCormack 
Takes Up Molotov’s Criticism 
in House Neutrality Debate. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 1 (AP).—A 
demand that the United States re- 
call its Ambassador to Russia be- 
cause of Premier Molotov’s criticism 
of President Roosevelt was injected 
into the House neutrality debate 
today by Representative McCor- 
mack (Dem.), Massachusetts, 

Describing both Russia and G 
many as “the anti-God forces of 
the world today,” McCormack said 
he had read newspaper accounts 
of Molotov’s address yesterday in 
which President Roosevelt was 
criticised for “intervening” in Rus- 
sia’s negotiations with Finland and 
it was stated that this country’s 
moves to repeal its.arms embargo 
would “intensify, aggravate and pro- 
tract” the European war. 


“For that statement made by the, 


official representative of Soviet 
Russia,” McCormack declared, “the 
United States ought to recall its 
Ambassador. That should be the 
answer of the United States to this 
attempt to influenc erican pub- 
lic opinion—this grave breach of 
international] law.” 

Crowded galleries and most of 
the House membership heard 
McCormack. The: recall demand 
was received with scattered ap- 
plause. 

McCormack’s comment on Molo- 
tov’s speech was made within two 
hours after Stephen Early, . presi- 
fential press secretary, had ques- 
tioned in a conference with re- 
porters whether it was “purely co- 
incidental” that Molotov had criti- 
cised the President at a time when 
an \important vote was scheduled 
here in the House on the neutral- 
ity legislation. 

Subsequently, at the State De- 
partment, Secretary of State Hull 
when asked about the Russian Pre- 
mier’s remarks, said the American 
move in the Russian-Finnish gitua- 
tion spoke for itself in that it was 
a simple appeal for peace.

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PLANES IN SEARCH 
EAST OF NEW YORK 


Steamer Apparently Was in 
Neutrality Zone—Woman 
May Have’ Been Aboard 
With Crew of 34. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP).— 
American rescue craft, afloat and 
in the air, widened their search to- 
day for the British freighter Coul- 
more, which flashed the word last 
night it had been attacked by a 
submarine, about 680 miles east of 
New York. 

First on the scene, the coast 
guard cutter Bibb found no trace 
of the 3670-ton vessel, nor of sur- 
vivors. The Bibb then left the spot, 
and turned northward. 

Besides the Bibb, the cuttera 
Hamilton, Campbell, Chelan, Argo 
and Duane, with two coast guard 


planes and an unannounced number 
of United States navy vessels 
searched the area. A moderate 
southerly gale was reported by the 
Bibb, 

Navy Ships Aid in Search. 
The navy said cryptically,its ships 
were helping in “saving life at sea.” 
While the search went on, it was 
stated in official Washington quar- 
ters that if the Coulmore had been 
attacked within this hemisphere’s 
new neutrality zone—as was indi- 
cated—the United States would con- 
sult immediately with other Ameri- 
can republics on a course of action. 

Possible steps included a protest 
to Germany, should it develop that 
a German submarine was involved.

Reports filtering from the closed 
court said that in his final plea 
Chief Defense’ Attorney George 
Haldewang argued that the dancer 
was merely a minor figure in the 
ring and had turned to espionage 
“Just for fun.”

The reply was to tne 
effect that Selvaggi was in the 
hands of the police there up to 
July 17, but was released then. He 
will be sought throughout the Los 
Angeles area. 

Served Six Years in Prison. 

Selvaggi served more than six 
years of an ll-year term in the 
Missouri Penitentiary for a St. 
Louis restaurant robbery, and was 
released in 1932. Last July he was 
arrested in a Los Angeles murder 
investigation, but was freed in that 
case, and an attempt to hold him 
On a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons was not successful.

BERLIN, Nov. 1 (AP).—Post- 
ecards depicting Adolf Hitler and 
Premier Mussolini together ‘with 
the inscription, “Der Fuehrer and 
Il Duce Have Decided: - Peace!”

Testifies Curran Told Her 
Communists Were Plac- 
ing Men in Key Positions 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP). — 
Mrs; Dollie M. Crawford of Fred- 
erick, Md., testified today that Jo- 
seph Curran, president of the CIO's 
National Maritime Union, had told 
her the Communist party was plac- 
ing so many members in key Wash- 
ington positions that it hoped to 


take over the Government in a few 
years. 

The witness, mother of William 
McCuistion, former Communist and 
National Maritime union officer 
detained here by police in connec- 
tion with the killing of a maritime 
union officer in New Orleans, told 
the Dies Committee that Curran 
had visited her home and had dis- 
closed to her that he was a Com- 
munist. 

She took the stand while her 
son waited .in the committee room 
to elaborate previous testimony. 

Mrs. Dollie A. Crawford and her 
husband, stepfather of McCuistion, 
operate a photographic studio at 
Frederick, Md., and make their 
home in a trailer. They have lived 
at Frederick at intervals since 1933 
and have spent the rest of their 
time in Miami.

She scid he made no reference to 
Communist activities at that time 
but that, on another visit in late 
January or early February, 1937, 
following a winter strike, he gave 
her definitely to understand that he 
had become a member of the Com-

“He stated,” she continued, “that

Since conclusion of the Soviet- 
American non-aggression pact on 
Aug. 23, an end has been put to 
abnormal relations that have ex- 
isted between the Soviet Union and 
Germany for a number of years. 

Instead of enmity which was 
fostered in every way by certain 
European powers, we now have 
rapprochement and the establish- 
iment of friendly relations between 
the U. S. S. R., and Germany. 

Further improvement of these 
new relations, good relations, found 
its reflection in the German-Soviet 
treaty on amity and frontiers, 
signed in Moscow, Sept. 28. 

This radical change in the rela- 
‘tions between the Soviet Union 
‘and Germany, two of the biggest 
states in Europe, was bound to 
have its effect on the entire inter- 
national situation. Furthermore, 
events have entirely confirmed the 
estimation of the political signifi- 
cance of the Soviet-German rap- 
| prochement. 

Collapse of Poland. 

Secondly: Mention must be made 
of such facts as the defeat of Po- 
land in war and the collapse of the 
, Polish state, 

Ruling circles of Poland boasted 
quite a lot about the “stability” of 
their state and the “might” of their 
army. However, one swift blow to 
Poland, first by the German army 
and then by the Red army, and 
nothing was left of this ugly off-

R., 
and playing off one against the 
other has proved unsound and has 
suffered complete bankruptcy. 

Thirdly: It must be admitted that 
the big war that has flared up 
in Europe has caused radical 
changes in the entire international 
situation. 

This war began as a war between 
Germany and Poland and turned 
into a war between Germany on 
the one hand and Britain and 
France on the other. 

The war between Poland and 
Germany ended quickly owing to 
the utter bankruptcy of the Polish 
leaders. As we know, neither the 
British nor the French guarantees 
were of help to Poland. To this 
day, in fact, nobody knows what 
these “guarantees” were. 


War Not Yet Developed. 

The war between Germany and 
the Anglo-French bloc’is only in 
its first stage and has not yet 
really developed. It is, neverthe- 
less, clear that a war like this 
was bound to cause radical changes 
in the situation in Europe, and not 
only in Europe. 

Today, as far as the European 
great Powers are concerned, Ger- 
many is in the position of a state 
which is striving for the earliest 
termination of the war and for 
peace; while Britain and France, 
which but yesterday were decla'::- 
ing against aggression, are in fa- 
vor of continuing the war and are 
opposed to the conclusion of peace. 
The roles, as you see, are chang- 
ing. The efforts of the’ British 
and French governments to justi- 
fy this new position of theirs on 
grounds of their undertakings to 
Poland are, of course, obviously 
unsound. Everybody realizes that 
there can be no question of restor- 
ing old Poland. 

It is therefore absurd to con- 
tinue the present war under the 
flag of the restoration of the for- 
mer Polish state. Although the 
Governments of Britain and France 
understand this, they do not want 
the war stopped and peace re- 
stored, but are seeking new ex- 
cuses for continuing the war with 
Germany.

These motives 
do not lie in any ideology but in 
their profound material interests 
as mighty colonial Powers. It is 
fear of Germany’s claim to these 
colonial possessions that is at the 
bottom of the present war. It is 
the fear of losing world supremacy 
that dictates to the ruling circles 
of Great Britain and France a pol- 
icy of fomenting war with Ger- 
many. 

Thus the imperialistic character 
of this war is obvious to anyone 
who wants to face realities and 
does not close his eyes to facts. 
The non-aggression pact conclud- 
ed between the Soviet Union and 
Germany bound us to maintain neu- 
trality. We consistently pursued 
this course, which was in no wise 
contradicted by the entry of our 
troops into the territory of former 
Poland, 

It is known that our troops en- 
tered the territory of Poland only 
after the Polish state had collapsed 
and actually ceased to exist.

Riot IN WATER RATES 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Report Shows City Spends! 


8.11 Cents for 100 Cubic 
Feet, Sells It for 7.93 Cents. | 


An increase of water rates in the 
metered districts to offset a loss in| 
the average sale price throughout 
the city may be proposed, it is 
made known in the annual reports 
issued today by Director of Public 
Utilities Edward E. Wall and Wa- 
ter Commissioner John B. Dean. 

In the last 10 years it has cost | 
the city 8.11 cents to produce 100 
cubic feet of water for sale, while 


the average income from both 
meter and flat-rate customers was 
7:93 cents—a loss of 1.8 mills. This 
loss, on the nearly 46% billion gal- 
Jons sold in the last decade amount- 
ed to $836,600, Dean points out. 

“Our accounting records,” he con- 
tinues, “show that approximately 
this deficit would have occurred, if 
grants from the Federal Govern- 
ment amounting to more than $547,- 
000 had not been received and if 
the sinking fund, accumulated in 
former years, had not been redticed 
by approximately $833,000.” 

Increases proposed, per 100 cubic | 
feet, are: Charity rate, 4% 
cents; schools, 6 to 8 cents; li- 
braries, 6 to 8 cents; swimming 
pools, 3 to 8 cents. 

On the other hand, there would 
be reductions for general users, in 
six-month periods, as follows: First 
3000 cubic feet, cut from 15 to 10 
cents per 100 cubic feet; next 3000, 
from 14 to 9% cents; next 134,000, 
from a range of 13 cents-9 cents 
to a range of 9 cents-8% cents. 
However, for additional use, the 
rate would be 8 cents, instead of 
sliding down to 5 cents as it does 
now for the largest consumers. Spe- 
cial rates to manufacturers, rang- 
ing from 10 cents down to 5 cents 
would be abolished. 

Director Wall, commenting on 
the reports, says the ordinance for 
the new rates may not be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen, 
as some opposition has sprung up 
and the question is pending before 
Mayor Dickmann.

He Sends Request to House 
Appropriations Chairman 
for Money to Bolster 
Defense.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1-—As &@ 
token of larger national defense 
appropriations to be asked of the 
regular session of Congress, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt announced at his 
press conference late yesterday 
that he had written Chairman E. T. 
Taylor of the House Appropriations 
Committee that $275,000,000 in ad- 
ditional funds would be required 
for the current fiscal year.to safe- 
guard and enforce American neu- 
trality. ® 

Roosevelt told reporters that 
the deficiency appropriations were 
required to carry out his’ three 
executive orders, issued after his 
proclamation of a limited national 
emergency, to increase the Army, 
Navy, Marine, Coast Guard and De- 
partment of -Justice forces. He 
said present funds would last un- 
til about February and that he was 
making his informal recommenda- 
tion at this time so Congress could 
appropriate the supplemental funds 
soon after it meets in January. 

Various Republicans and anti- 
New Deal Democrats have argued 
that he has violated the law by 
making these extraordinary ex- 
penditures from current funds but 
the President has insisted that the 
Congress and the country will back 
him up. The Republicans have said 
he should keep Congress in session 
to vote these funds.

INQUIRY BEGUN BY 
U. 9. COMMITTEE 


Major Executives Called as 
National Economic Group 
Looks Into Industry’s 


Price Policies. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP).— 
The Temporary National Economic 
Committee began an investigation 
of the steel industry today, primar- 
ily to develop information about 
price policies, 

The committee called some of the 
major executives of the industry as 
witnesses and announced that it 
would question them about material 
which the Justice Department has 
collected in a preliminary study. 


Thurman Arnold, Assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of the de- 
partment’s anti-trust division, re- 
called in an opening statement that 
President Roosevelt had told Con- 
gress that disappearance of price 
competition in many industrial 
fields, “particularly in basic manu- 
facture where concentrated eco- 
nomic power is most evident and' 
where rigid prices and fluctuating 
payrolls are general,” was one of 
the major causes of the nation’s 
economic difficulties. 

Long Study Made. 


“It is widely believed,” Arnold 
said, “that these phenomena are 
characteristic of the iron and steel 
industry. The existence in this in- 
dustry of a small number of very 
l-rge producers is a matter of com- 
mon information. The charge is 
frequently made that this concen- 
tration is accompanied by other 
manifestations of monopoly power 


By emphasizing that he did not 


expect action until the regular ses- 
sion, the President had implied that 
he wanted Congress to adjourn as 
soon as it had passed the revised 
neutrality law. A reporter asked 
if his letter to Chairman Taylor 
meant that he expected the special 
session to adjourn after it had 
finished with neutrality legislation. 
The President replied that he had 
no more recommendations for the 
special session. 

Roosevelt discussed a variety 
of topics, evaded some questions, 
declined to answer others and was 
extremely cautious in all his re- 
plies, especially one relating indi- 
rectly to the tabooed third term 
issue. 

This embarrassing third term 
question arose when a_ reporter 
adroitly asked if he happened to 
know about a proposed conference 
of representatives from 11 Far 
Western states to be held perhaps 
at Salt Lake City. Everyone pres- 
ent, including the President, real- 
ized that the inquiry related to 
the letter which John L. Lewis, as 
chairman of Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League, had written to Gov. Olson 
of California declaring a boycott 
on a conference which Lewis said 
was being engineered by Norman 
N. Littell, assistant to the Attor- 
ney-General, and Marshall E. Di- 
mock, second assistant secretary of 
Labor, as part of a _ third-term 
move for the President. 

Roosevelt’s Reply. 

Instantly sensing the significance 
of the question. Roosevelt. said 
that all he knew about such a con- 
ference was that he had been 
invited last August to make a talk 
before it some time in October dur- 
ing his trip to the Pacific Coast. It 
was distinctly understood, he con- 
tinued, that the conference was to 
be a gathering of “liberals” and 
would be non-partisan.

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HUNG JURY IN THIRD TRIAL 
OF JACKSON COUNTY JUDGE 


Official, David Long, Accused of 
Corruptly Allowing 
Claims. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 1 
(AP).—The jury trying County

Three Years to Be Studied 
in Extortion Inquiry. 


Bank records of John P. Nick, 
theatrical union czar, were sub- 
penaed today for inspection by the 
grand jury as the State continued 
its search for evidence supporting 
the extortion charges against Nick, 
State Representative Edward M.

The subpenas directed that a 
representative of the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank & Trust Co, ap- 
pear tomorrow afternoon with rec- 
ords of deposits and withdrawals 
made by Nick in 1936, 1937 and 
1938. These records were not in 
evidence at Nick’s recent trial on 
an extortion charge. A mistrial 
was declared when a juror talked 
with a witness, and the case reset 
for next Monday. 

Efforts to obtain the State income 
tax returns of Brady and Weston, 
for 1936 and 1937, were unsuccessful 
yesterday and the grand jury went 
on with its investigation without 
the information. 

F. York Allen, deputy assessor 
in charge of income tax matters, 
who had been ordered to produce 
the returns, was a witness before 
the grand jury yesterday. Two 
other witnesses, whose identities 
were not disclosed, also were heard. 

Extortion charges against Nick 
and Brady grew out of statements 
by movie theater owners that they 
paid $10,000 to Brady, a close asso- 
ciate of Nick, in 1936, when the 


Nick and 
Weston, indicted for extortion on 
evidence of a $7000 payment under 
similar circumstances in 1937, were 
ousted from control of the opera- 
tors’ union last April.

HAT has happened to the City 
Wer Flint would not have hap- 

pened if the Senate bill had 
been made into law a month ago. 
The ship would not have sailed for 
Europe. It would not have been 
captured by a German raider. It 
would not have been taken to the 
Russian port of Murmansk. Its 
crew would not be, in effect, pris- 
oners. Their lives would not be in 


danger from exploding mines or 
from gunfire in case the British and 
Germans have a battle for posses- 
sion of the ship. The United States 
would not have a diplomatic dispute 
with Russia. 


The episode of the ship is a com- 
plete practical demonstration that 
the Senate bill is correctly designed 
to insula‘e this country against be- 
coming involved in the Europeac 
war in order to protect American 
lives or to uphold American com- 
mercial interests. 

It is well to fix the essential facts 
ciearly in our minds. The City of 
Flint sailed for England on Oct. 3 
with a cargo of freight. Since the 
arms embargo was then in effect, 
it carried no “defensive” or “offen- 
sive” weapcns, no arms, ammuni- 
tion or implements of war. But it 
carried all sorts of American 
products that no one has seriously 
attempted to embargo. Yet the 
British and the German Govern- 
ments are treating many of the 
commodities in the cargo as contra- 
band of war; that is to say, as liable 
to seizure and confiscation. 

The Germans have captured the 
ship. Under international law, as 
we ourselves have practiced it, they 
were entitled to capture the ship.

much of its importance as soon 4s 
the Senate bill becomes the law of 
the land. For the American people 
will hardly be disposed to make a 
great issue out of an episode that 
would not have occurred if the pas- 
sage of the neutrality bill had not 
been delayed. 

That does not mean, however, 
that the case can be wholly ig- 
nored. Two questions of consider- 
able importance will remain. One 
is the effect of our refusal, entire- 
ly proper so it seems to us, though 
the opposite view is arguable, to 
admit that a belligerent has the 
right to take a captured American 
ship into a neutral harbor. 


This question might become trou- 
blesome if one of the German raid- 
ers now at large should capture an 
American ship bound, say, for 
South Africa or for Australia, and 
should take it into a South Ameri- 
can port. We should then expect 
the South American country to 
do what Norway did when the Ger- 
mans took the City of Flint into 
the harbor of Tromsoe, that is to 
say, to order the ship to leave prac- 
tically at once. But we shall prob- 
ably not like that very much either, 
if it means that an American ship 
with an American crew is wander- 
ing on the high seas as prisoner of 
a German prize crew. This ques- 
tion may never arise and until it 
does there is no need to say what 
we should do about it. But we 
shall do well to think about it. 


The other question is intangible 
but is more immediately important. 
It arises out of what appears, on 
the face of the facts, to be the gross 
discourtesy of the Soviet Govern- 
ment in not enabling our own gov- 
ernment to communicate with the 
American crew of this American 
ship while they were in the harbor 
of Murmansk. 

It is inadmissible, for example, 
that the wife of the captain of this 
ship should have had to learn

Germans Seem 
Perplexed by 
Molotov Speech 


Talk Played Upin Ber- 
lin Press But Com- 
ment on It Is De- 
layed.

ERBAL enthusiasm—and indi- 
Veation of actual perplexity—are 
the Nazi reactions to yester- 
day's eech .of Russia’s Premier 
and Foreign Commissar Molotov. 
The Berlin press this morning 
resounds with big headlines and 
long stories on the speech. It plays 
up Molotov’s emphasis on Russia's 
“permanent friendship” with Ger- 
many, his branding a prolongation 
of the war to re-establish the Pol- 
ish state as “senseless,” his attack 
against Versailles, his declaration 
that a strong Germany is neces- 
sary for “peace” and his branding 
of England as the aggressor. 


Molotov’s stress on Soviet-Ger- 
man economic co-operation like- 
wise is played up. 

Despite all the glowing head- 
lines, however, the commanders of 
the Nazi press seem cautious in 
deciding just what public interpre- 
tation to put on the speech. Thus, 
no German comment on it ap- 
pear in this morning’s papers. This 
will doubtless be forthcoming later 
and will be appropriately enthu- 
siastic. 

Nevertheless, the Nazis have indi- 
cated privately that they see noth- 
ing especially new in the address. 
Certain of those who have been 
most optimistic over Russia—even 
to the point of forecasting before 
the speech the strong possibility 
that Molotov would announce an

Hitler’s Waiting 
Game More Costly 
to Himself Than to 
His Opponents.

ARS, god of war, has played 
M a neat trick on his terrestrial 

agent, Adolf Hitler. 

He lured Adolf on to the belief 
that Germany could win the war by 
a “local” operation against Poland 
while the French and British pound- 
ed in a futile offensive against the 
German west wall. Instead of that, 
Hitler has won his “local” war all 
rizht—for the time being—but he 
finds the situation on his Western 
front not at all what he expected. 
There he is confronted with the 
maddening choice of launching an 
offensive himself against France’s 
immensely strong Maginot line, or 
violating the territory of some neu- 
tral nation, with all the risks at- 
tendant on such a move, or playing 
a waiting game which will doubtless 
prove far more advantageous to his 
enemies than to himself. 


Experts on military strategy were 
lavish last summer with prophecies 
that Germany, by adopting the de- 
fensive on the Western front and 
forcing her opponents to go on the 
offensive, would gain an immense 
advantage—possibly a decisive one. 
She would clean up in the East, 
they  prognosticated, while Britain 
and France were sacriificng tens 
of thousands of men in a vain at- 
tempt to break through the power- 
ful fortifications of the West wall. 
Then Hitler, having conquered all 
he wanted of Poland at slight cost, 
would make a peace offer. The 
Allies, badly shattered from butting 
their heads against Hitler’s Western 
bulwark, would eagerly welcome the 
chance to quit fighting without in- 
curring further losses. And _ the 
Fuehrer would have won a nearly 
bloodless victory! 


Predictions Wrong. . 


That was a common brand of 
prophecy two months ago. But the 
prophets were soon proved wrong. 
The British and French, instead 
of weakening their armies by costly 
attacks, which would have played 
right into Hitler’s hands, just stood 
around. They made unimportant 
advances into German territory. 
They felt out their enemy’s position. 
They became thoroughly acquainted 
with the lay of the land in the 
area between the Maginot line and 
the West wall. They allowed them- 
selves to lose only a very small 
percentage of their effectives.

Canals, Rivers and Marshes Offer ‘Wet’ Re- 
ception to Invaders—All Road Signs Taken 


Down—Forts Camouflaged in Dikes.

F Germany intends to invade 

Holland, as reports have recent- 

ly indicated, it is undertaking a 
very “wet” job as it will have to 
fight against Holland’s eternal nat. 
ural defense, namely, water. A 
system of elaborate and deep 
canals, huge rivers and extensive 
marshes will impede Germany’s 
advance on the “right front,” w 
blockhouses, pillboxes and _ forts, 
camouflaged. ingeniously in the 
dikes rising over the flooded wa- 
ters, will strafe the Nazi troops and 
units with machine-gun and rifle 
fire. 


These are your correspondent’'s 
impressions after a two-day auto- 
mobile trip over 350 miles of South- 
ern Holland. That area -is de- 
fended by three factors: First, Hol- 
land’s well-trained, well-equipped 
and determined army, positioned at 
important defenses along the dikes; 
second, a mighty river system 
which, apart from Holland's usual 
subwater regions, has been causea 
to flood the entire countryside, and, 
third, a system of canals and 
marshes and large districts above 
sea level can be placed under two 
to six feet of water should the 
enemy try to invade. 

Thus the Dutch, unlike the Bel- 
gians, have not chosen the River 
Maas as their first line of defense, 
though it is a very wide stream. 
Apparently the Dutch believe that 
the Maas is too near to Germany 
and that such a defense line would 
be subjected to the bombardment 
of heavy German artillery. ° 

Holland’s first line of defenses 
—a maze of canals, rivers and 
marshes, bolstered by dikes re- 
plete with concealed pillboxes and 
forts—is situated roughly along a 
line 12 miles to the left of the 
Maas. It is a formidable bulwark 
ready to speak with murderous ma- 
chine gun and rifle and artillery 
fire against invaders who. would be 
already slowed down by the onrush 
of flood waters. 

All road signs in Holland’s fron- 
tier districts have been removed 
to confuse the Germans and all 
roads and bridges have been mined 
and fitted out with tank. traps and 
anti-tank defenses. One of the 
huge Rhine bridges has a large 
sign “smoking prohibited.” As the 


would hardly catch fire from a dis 
carded cigarette, one suspects the 
existence of inflammable materiaj 
within the structure. 

‘This defense district swarms with 
Dutch soldiers whose confidencs 
must be greatly increased by Hol- 
land's bastion of water. Canals are 
artificially kept at a high level so 
that the country can be flooded at 
two days’ notice. 

Louis XVI of France paid dearly 
when he attempted to bring his 
troops across these flats. Today the 
deadly machine-gunfire of dike pill- 
boxes would mow down invaders 
whose motorized units, at the same 
time, would sink in at least two feet 
of mud. Even if the Dutch did 
not blow up the bridges or roads, an 
invasion would be difficult at this 
time of year, or at least would be 
very costly, owing to weather con 
ditions. 

In addition to Holland’s complex 
of canals, marshes and flood dis- 
tricts, the Rivers Maas, Rhine, Lek 
and Waal carry high water at pres- 
ent and the area between these four 
rivers is completely flooded. Ger- 
many’s general staff must be aware 
of these obstacles. 

Even if the Germans have invent- 
ed some new amphibian weapons 
for a sudden wholesale invasion of 
Holland via its rivers, such an as- 
Sault would seem very difficult in 
the present cold, wet weather with 
low clouds and morning and eve- 
ning fogs. 

Thus, the invasion of Holland 
would not be an easy procedure 
and probably the British would be 
able to occupy strategic points 
along the coast which would pre- 
vent the Germans in their real aim 
—to use Holland as an aerial base 
against England.

THE SHATTERED CABINET. 

Mr, Roosevelt’s Cabinet is shot to pieces. 

In the War Department, Secretary Woodring and 
Assistant Secretary Johnson have been at daggers’ 
points for a long time. Woodring, a small-town Kan- 
sas banker, was a lame duck, having just been de- 
feated for re-election as Governor of Kansas, when 
Mr. Roosevelt made him Assistant Secretary of War. 
He became Secretary following Mr. Dern’s death. 

Johnson, an ambitious, aggressive man, was re- 
cently publicly rebuked by the President after it was 
disclosed that he had written a foreword to Leo M. 
Cherne’g criticised book telling business how to ad- 
just itself to war. There seems no hope of order in 
the War Department until one or both of these men 
is ousted. 

It is suggested in Washington that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Frank Murphy might be given the war portfolio, 
and this gives rise to discussion of confusion and 
rivalries in the Department of Justice which Murphy 
has permitted to flourish. Murphy’s logical successor 
as Attorney-General would be the very able Solicitor- 
General Jackson, though now it is rumored that the 
former Attorney-General, Homer Cummings, may be 
brought back to harmonize the department’s differ- 
ences. Because of Cummings’ sorry record in the job, 
his reappointment would be highly unpalatable. 

Although the late Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Swan- 
son, was too ill to work during much of his tenure, 
he was kept in office until the last. Months have 
elapsed since his death, but no new Secretary has 
been appointed, and Acting Secretary Charles Edison 
has been in poor health. Illness has also incapaci- 
tated Harry Hopkins as Secretary of Commerce, and 
his first assistant, Edward J. Noble, has not felt free 
to take real control of the department. 

Throughout much of Mr. Roosevelt’s two adminis- 
trations, the Labor Department has been a center 
of feverish controversy and it remains torn by in- 
ternal dissension. Whatever may be the abilities of 
Miss Perkins, it has been abundantly shown that 
she was a poor choice for Secretary of Labor. She 
has not only failed to win public confidence, but she 
has also failed to win the confidence of labor lead- 
ers. For Mr. Roosevelt to have retained Miss Perkins 
manifests only his loyalty to an old friend; it is dis- 
tinctly a disservice to labor and the public generally. 

So we have a bitter feud in the War Department, 
confusion in the Department of Justice, a vacancy 
in the Navy portfolio, a virtual vacancy in the De- 
partment of Commerce and demoralization in the 
Department of Labor. 

If there ever was a time when a President needed 
a strong Cabinet, manned not by agreeable and in- 
effectual individuals, but by executives of ability, 
force and outstanding talents for administration, it is 
now. This is especially true in the War and Navy de- 
partments because of the vast expenditures they are 
making to improve our national defense system. 

The President needs a full Cabinet, composed of 
men who will lend weight to national councils, men 
with courage to say “No,” men who can stop the 
intra-departmental squabbling.

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| THE FADING ROME-BERLIN PARTNERSHIP. 

| There have been many items of evidence since the 
‘war began, and even before, that Italy is no longer 
‘aueee in the ties of the Rome-Berlin axis. The 
‘strongest sign thus far that she is shaking off her 
obligations under the pact is afforded by Mussolini's 
sweeping political purge. 

Dismissal of seven Cabinet Ministers, the army 
Chief of Staff and the secretary of the Fascist party 
eliminates the colleagues who had been most active 
in aiding the dictator’s policy when “eternal friend- 
ship” with Germany was the keynote. The Duce’s 
former declarations that Italy would march side by 
side with the Nazis when war came were not carried 
out when the test arrived. Now he surrounds him- 
self with functionaries whose credo is “Italy for 
the Italians.” 

The development is another demonstration of how 
unwillingly all Europe-views the idea of war. Neu- 
trality is reported by many observers to be the Fascist 
policy most popular with the people since Mussolini 
took the reins. Repugnance for Hitler’s Moscow al- 
liance has not been concealed, and several Italian 
newspapers have even been permitted to make bitter 
attacks upon it. The verbal assaults upon France 
and Britain have ceased, and Italian news broadcasts 
}are now almost as objective as our own. Mussolini 
‘no longer rattles the saber in his addresses; he 
urges peace and emphasizes Italy’s desire to build 
a better nation. 
_ All this augurs a determination to keep Italy neu- 
tral as long as possible, and then to enter war on 
| the side which best promises victory. 
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| THAT YOUNG MATHEMATICAL WIZARD. 

Those Washington University mathematicians and 
psychologists who on Monday heard a 16-year-old 
tobacco-chewing boy from Georgia multiply one 16- 
digit figure by another 16-figure digit without pencil,

/envious. What he did without the slightest effort

_ Students of the human mind have a fairly simple 
explanation for the phenomenon. Intelligence con- 
sists of half-dozen basic faculties, such as visual 
memory and the ability to manipulate mathematical 
concepts, All of these are present in the normal 


mind, but in some individuals, one or the other is 
greatly accentuated. Lord Macaulay, for example, 
after the briefest glance at a printed page, could 
repeat it almost verbatim weeks and months later. 
In an otherwise keen mind, the presence of one of 


these faculties in a highly developed form may well 


mean genius. But such natural endowments by 


themselves are not to be envied too much. Some- 
times the boy who knows the license number of every 
automobile in town, or who can add the numbers of 
the cars on a long freight as they pass, can do little 
else. Nature seems to have a penchant for balance, 
and when she over-accentuates one faculty, she 
may retard all the others, So mediocrity has its 
consolations. 
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THE MIDWEST NEEDS LAKE WATER. 
The Mississippi has dwindled to a record low- 
water mark as it flows between great mud flats. The 
once swift Chicago River has become a sluggish 
stream, constantly threatening to contaminate the 
city’s water supply. The Illinois River and Chicago 
drainage canal are an open sewer as far south as 
Peoria. Today even migratory birds are avoiding 
these streams. Chicagoans are drinking more chlo- 
rine than water. 

All this is because in 1930 the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled that Chicago must not divert,.more 
than 1500 cubic feet of Lake Michigan water per sec- 
ond. Before that, the Chicago Sanitary District had 
been using 5000 feet to reverse the flow of the river 
so that it might be used to carry away the city’s sew-~ 
age without injury to downstate communities. En- 
gineers, who had argued that the diversion had no 
serious effect on Great Lakes levels, gasped in amaze- 
ment when they received the court’s decision. How- 
ever, everything possible was done to comply with the 
order. After a reasonable test, it can now be said 
that this is impossible, unless the health of millions 
is to be jeopardized. 

Attorney-General John E. Cassidy of Illinois is 
preparing to ask the court to modify its order tem- 
porarily, and Representative Parsons has introduced 
a bill in Congress authorizing a permanent diversion 
of 5000 cubic feet. This has the approval of Major- 
General J. L. Schley, chief of army engineers, both 
as a health measure in the Chicago area and as a 
boon to river transportation on the Mississippi and 
its tributaries. 

Now comes word from Canada and the East—the 
sections that once protested the Chicago diversion as 
a violation of the sanctity of lake levels—that they 
are backing a treaty that would call for a 10,000-foot 
diversion for a Great Lakes-to-the-sea waterway, 
and there are indications that they are willing to 
barter away the needs of Chicago and the Mississippi 
Valley to gain what they want. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that the Supreme Court will ignore them 
this time, and that Congress will make permanent 
the Midwest’s right to use lake water in its streams 
for sanitation and navigation. 
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“A HOPELESS EUROPE.” 

There was a story under a New York dateline 
yesterday which not so long ago would have been sen- 
sational news. It told of a British engineer who has 
brought his family to the United States “to become 
American citizens,’ so that the children (there are 
three of them) may “get a decent start in life.” 
They couldn’t get it back home, he was quoted. 
“Europe is hopeless.” 

It is a bleak tomorrow over there, as our pros- 
pective British-American sees it. The war will be 
fought out, he thinks, not to the last man, but to the 
last farthing. If it lasts a year or more, all the 
belligerent nations will be bankrupt. Those govern- 
ments are now maintaining their able-bodied men in 
arms and necessarily providing for their families. 
They just cannot stand the strain. At the finish, 
whatever the result, they will have economic prob- 
lems they cannot meet. The next order of business 
is revolution. 

Here’s a European reversing a historic trend. Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor may not have been the first 
American to renounce his native land as impossible, 
but he was among the early expatriates and, perhaps, 
the most publicized. All told, there was a long pro- 
cession of them. The most casual reference to the 
movement demands mention of Henry James, man of 
letters who lost his way in a tangle of parentheses. 

Well, America—the raw, uncouth, money-mad Satur- 
nalia—now becomes the sanctuary of civilization, 
repository of the worth-while values, while the conti- 
nent of the Greek marbles, the immemorial tradi- 
tions, the priceless glories of the Renaissance, stag- 
gers down the road of dead superstitions to a lurid 
blackout.

Health Insurance at Work

IRTUALLY all the possible arguments 
have been heard on the much-debated 
problem of broadening the scope of medical 
care. In the newest volume on the sub 
ject, “The Health Insurance Doctor” (Prince- 
ton University Press), the necessity for a 
change is taken for granted, and the writer, 
Barbara N. Armstrong, devotes herself sole- 
ly to a detailed account of how compulsory 
insurance plans work in three countries 
where they have been tried extensively: 
England, Denmark and France. 

That the book concentrates upon the 
physician’s role does not diminish the edu- 
cational value of this soberly written study. 
The greatest hurdles before health insur- 
ance legislation everywhere have been the 
obstructions created by the conservative at- 
titude of the medical profession. If the 


‘book is of greatest interest to physicians, 


it assuredly addresses the American group 
that needs most to be convinced, 


Miss Armstrong, who is professor of law 
at the University of California and consult- 
ant to the Committee on Social Security, is 
able to quote numerous witnesses from med- 
ical ranks. They testify that in each of the 
three countries, the profession as a whole 
has gradually become convinced that com- 
pulsory health insurance is not only socially 
necessary, but has been advantageous to 
medical men. 

American students of the problem will 
find ‘valuable guidance in the writer’s ac 
counts of the various arrangements fixed 
or sanctioned by law for payment of med- 
ical services in the three countries studied, 
Each of the plans avoids meticulously that 
great bugaboo of the opposition in this coun- 
try, socialization of medicine. 


Though the English, Danish and French 
systems operate smoothly on their native 
soil, it is made clear from Miss Armstrong's 
account that to transfer them bodily to 
America would be nothing short of calami- 
tous. The medical services provided in Europe 
are developed largely around the “family 
physician.” The British, in fact, have not yet 
included specialist and hospital treatment 
in their insurance service. Any successful 
American plan must, of course, provide for 
full use of all the scientific equipment, hos 
pital facilities and iftegrated teamwork of 
specialists in which fhis country excels. 

European systems have been deficient 
in lacking a sufficiently broad definition of 
what constitutes necessary medical service 
under any insurance system. Probably the 
most important reason for this shortcoming 
was the physicians’ lack of enthusiasm and 
vision at the time the laws were framed. 
If Miss Armstrong’s book will arouse a suf- 
ficient number of American doctors in key 
positions to realize the results of a negati~ 
istic attitude toward inevitable reforms, her 
work of careful investigation will have been 
justified.

OF ART MUSEUM SHOW 


Annual Display of Works of 
St. Louis Painters and 
Sculptors Opened. 


Variety is more striking than any 
general line in the annual St. Louis 
show, which opened today at the 
City Art Museum in Forest Park, to 
continue through November. 

It comprises 70 works by 56 
local painters, seven by three sculp- 
tors, selected by judges from Cran- 


brook School and the Kansas City 
and Chicago institutes. Of more 
than 200 submitted, about one in 
three was selected for this show} 
and one in 15—14 altogether—for 
the American exhibition to be held 
at the museum in January and 
February. 

Many new signatures appear — 
those of a farm boy, an elevator 
Operator, a builder’s widow who, 
under the impression that social 
position counted against her, signed 
“A. Ruse.” 

In so far as the show represents 
trends in artistic production aside 
from taste in selection, it contrib- 
utes to the evidence that Ameri- 
can artists are adventuring further 
from the flock and nearer to indi- 
viduality. In manner, everything 
goes, and the artists seem decent- 
ly sure enough of that to abstain 
from kicking the corpse of dead 
conventions, In matter, it is every 
man for himself, with gratifying 
consequences in freshness and may- 
be integrity. 


Social preoccupation appears 
hardly at all, ahd then with re- 
serve, as in the implications of 
Tanasko Milovich’s painting of a 
woman, “Today.” War comes in 
only through one painting of a 
refugee, and two by another, Max 
Lazarus. 

But there is definite contact 
with the immediate scene—a fa- 
miliar corner, a Mississippi River 
“baptism,” a house in Belleville, 
the hill and church at Manchester 
and, further afield but still with 
the impact of the first hand, bits 
of desert or mountain.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1,

mutations of politics to report 


who ran for Vice-President on the 
oa Follette Progressive ticket in 


Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, was the elder 
La Follette’s personal choice for 
second place on the ticket which 
his Progressives of that year en- 
tered against Coolidge and Dawes, 
Republicans, and the curious Demo- 
cratic combination—doomed from 
the start—of John W. Davis and 
the brother of William Jennings 
Bryan. 

Though Wheeler had bolted 
Davis, declaring he could not sup- 
port a candidate “affiliated with 
Wall Street,” he at first resisted 
the importunities of La Follette to 
join him in a third-party crusade. 
La Follette insisted, and the young 
Montana Senatorg-he was only 42 
at the time—finally agreed to run. 
The nomination was formally giv- 
en him by a committee in whose 
hands the Cleveland convention 
which named La Follette had 
placed the selection of a vice-pres- 
idential candidate. 


Reluctant though Wheeler may 
have been to break completely with 
his party, once he got into the 
fight he went after both Davis and 
Coolidge with all the fire he had 
shown in his famous investigation 
of Harry Daugherty. He branded 
the old-party nominees as reaction- 
aries—the term “economic royal- 
ists” had not yet come into vogue 
—and called upon the “uncon- 
trolled, liberal and progressive 
forces” of the country to join the 
La Follette movement. 

La Follette and Wheeler were de- 
nounced by their opponents as dan- 
gerous radicals who would under- 
mine the Constitution. 
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The country has come a long 
way, politically, since that time. 
Much of the “radicalism” of La 
Follette is the conservatism of to- 
day. And Burt Wheeler was found 
in 1987 in the forefront of the 
fight to keep President Roosevelt 
from packing the Supreme Court. 
In all probability the court plan 
would have carried the day if 
Wheeler had not rallied liberal 
opinion to join conservative opinion 
in opposing it. Wheeler on this 
occasion saw Roosevelt*as a dan- 
fgerous meddler with the Constitu- 
tion—the selfsame role in which he 
himscelf had been cast by his op- 
In the 
eyes of many of the New Dealers, 
Wheeler was a villain who-had de- 
serted the liberal cause and gone 
over, bag and baggage, to the 
“tories.” 

To what extent the break be- 
tween Wheeler and the New Deal 
has been repaired remains to be 
seen. There are some among the 
New Dealers who have never for- 
given him. It is a fact, neverthe- 
less—and a fact that emphasizes 
the political strangeness of the 
times—that Burt Wheeler, the asso- 
ciate of La Follette in the 1924 
campaign and the arch foe of the 
Roosevelt court plan—may possib- 
ly emerge as a compromise nomi- 
nee of the Democrats for the presi- 
dency. The word “possibly” is im- 
portant. That is as far as any 
forecast can go. 

What is certain is that friends 
of Senator Wheeler for a long time 
have been seeking to build him up. 
When the present “adjournment of 
politics” comes to an end, they 
are expected to intensify their ef- 
forts. Senator Wheeler will be of- 
fered as a liberal who appeals to 
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appears to be saying, at the very 
least, that Mr. Roosevelt is not 
the only man whom the Democratic 
party ought to consider for the 
Presidency. 

Time will reveal more clearly 
what is in Mr. Lewis’ somewhat 
Machiaevellian mind. Meantime, 
there are others who are definitely 
in the field for the Montana Sena- 
tor, and one of them is Senator 
Wheeler himself. There can be no 
doubt that he is a highly receptive 
candidate. If he could get the pub. 
lic accolade of the President, he 
would be a tremendously formida- 
ble’ candidate. Whether or not he 
will get it is another of those un- 
answerable questions that make the 
political situation today the fascin- 
ating puzzle that it is.

Molotov’s firm declaration that 
Russia intends to remain neutral 
Was not welcome to such optimists. 

Actually, as seen by neutrals in 
Berlin, Dictator Stalin is giving 
Fuehrer Hitler some more verbal 
comfort which does not cost the 
Soviet leader anything at present— 
when even the question of Rus- 
sian supplies for Germany is 
shrouded in as much mystery as 
ever. 

These supplies may sooner or 
later be distinctly helpful but neu- 
tral observers are convinced that 
the Nazis have no more certainty 
which ‘way Stalin may veer hence- 
forth than the rest of the world 
which the Soviet dictator is baff- 
ling. There ig this difference here, 
however: Russia’s help in supplies 
to whatever extent obtainable and 
Russian diplomatic support are so 
necessary to the Nazis that no pub- 
lic word of dissatisfaction over the 
vagueness of the extent of Sta- 
lin’s support is likely to be raised 
here soon. 

Germany, astute observers point 
out, is avoiding any action or state- 
ment which might prompt Stalin 
to say, “If you do not like what 
we are doing, we say good-by to 
all co-operation with you.” 

Meantime, through the maze of 
Soviet mystery and verbal support

Russia has vastly strengthened 
its position in Eastern Europe 
against future implementation of 
the old Nazi designs on Russia.

FOURTH BiG NAVY BASE 
SET UP BY JAPANESE 


Maisuru, in Japan Sea 465 
Miles From Vladivostok, 
Is Redeveloped. 


TOKYO, Nov. 1 (AP). — The 
Navy announced today that, effec- 
tive Dec. 1, it would establish at 
Maizuru, in the Sea of Japan, its 
fourth major naval base. It said 
construction on the base, required 
under the fleet replenishment pro- 
gram, already had been completed. 

Maizuru, on Wakasa Bay, 465 
miles Southeast of Vladivostok, first 
became a naval base in 1901. Aft- 
er 1923, it was reduced in size and 
importance in accord with what 
the Navy called “the spirit of the 
Washington Treaty,” although this 
was not required under the naval 
limitation agreement. 

Its establishment as a principal 
base is the first report of major 
strengthening of naval shore sta- 
tions since the treaty was de- 
nounced by Japan in 1934 and ex- 
pired Dec. 31, 1937. 

Maizuru will have full defense 
facilities, docks for construction, 
repair and training, arsenals, hos- 
pitals and quarters for a large per- 
sonnel, 

Other such bases already are at 
‘Yokosuka, on the Pacific Ocean 
near Yokohama; Kure Island, on 
the Inland Sea, and Sasebo, on 
Kyushu Island in the Tsushima 
Channel.

Livermore was an exception  be- 
cause the defense used him in an 
effort to refute testimony given by 
George J. Treandly, Livermore’s 
partner in an Albany Chevrolet 
agency. 

Trendly, a Government witness, 
had testified Richard H. Grant, 
Chevrolet sales representative, told 
him and Livermore they must give 
the General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation, a defendant, at least 
half their retail sales paper.

More Than 300 Laws Adopted 
by Last Legislature Go 
Into Effect. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 1 (AP). 
—More than 300 new Missouri laws 
went into belated effect today, car- 
rying with them higher pay for 
about 250 public officials. 

Dec. 1 paychecks will bring 
Christmas bonuses to supreme, ap- 
pellate and rural circuit judges 
and to county judges, prosecutors 
and clerks—gifts of the last Legis- 
lature which voted salary increases 
adding several hundred thousand

ning an adequate diet is one in 
regard to including each day at 
least one vegetable besides potatoes 
and to serve, as well, one in raw 
form. 

We have a whole new attitude 
toward vegetables since the discov- 
ery of vitamins and minerals. Be- 
fore this, potatoes were considered 
indispensable, but other vegetables 
were merely nice if you liked them. 

During the winter, root vege- 
tables which could be stored, and 
which by the end of the winter 
were not always of good quality, 
furnished some variety. Dried corn, 
beans and peas also functioned in 
the same way. Later canned to- 
matoes became a staple. The va- 
riety of canned vegetables gradual- 
ly enlarged and then came new 
methods of refrigeration and trans- 
portation, which now provide us 
with fresh vegetables throughout 
the year.

Reached Slam 


Expert Explains. Bidding 
Mistakes Made by Bridge 
Players.

“IT regret to admit that we (my 
wife and I) failed to reach the prop- 
er contract. Our bidding was: 
South West. North East 
1 club Pass 2 hearts Pass 
3 clubs Pass 3diamonds Pass 
4notrump Pass Sdiamonds Pass 
Pass Pass 

“Our question is: What is the prop- 
er bidding to arrive, at least, at a 
small slam? We were using the 
Blackwood slam convention, The 
hand was a laydown for a grand 
slam, as both diamonds and hearts 
broke. M. F. H., Chicago.” 

I think that after North answered 
the opening club bid with two 
hearts (unjustifiably) South should 
have insisted on a slam, particuarly 
since North later produced a suit, 
diamonds, which South could “fit.” 
South finally should have bid six! 
diamonds instead of passing to 
North’s five diamonds, 

This does not mean, however, 
that I approve the bidding up to 
that point. Admittedly the hand 
offers cértain difficulties for precise 
bidding, but I suggest the following 
sequence as the one which most’ 
nearly meets the case: 

South West North East 
1club Pass i heart Pass 
3 clubs Pass 3diamonds Pass 
3notrump Pass 5 hearts Pass 
6diamonds Pass Pass Pass 

The first point of difference be- 
tween my bidding and the bidding 
actually used is that North does 
not jump to two hearts on the first 
round, Although North had an ex- 


| jcellent hand, it contained only two 


and one-half honor tricks; more- 


* lover, there was no fit whatsoever 


for South's bid suit. Considering 
these two points, North most cer- 
tainly should have gone slowly and 
answered with only one heart. 

After a one heart response South 
hag a problem: A two club rebid is 
unwarrantedly conservative and a 
jump rebid of three clubs is slightly 
too aggressive. However, since the 
three club bid comes much nearer 
to the truth, I naturally select it. 
North’s second response, three dia- 
monds, requires no explanation, but 
then South has another problem: 
It is a very close point, in my opin- 
ion, whether he should now bid 
three no trump or should raise to 
four diamonds. There are definite 
defects in both bids, but I have se- 
lected the former because, in view 
of the previous three club bid, a 
diamond raise now would indicate 
more strength than. South actually 
holds. Moreover, I feel that three 
no trump can hardly be left in by 
North if he holds a true two-suiter. 
I expect him to bid either four dia- 
monds or four hearts and then will 
support him. However, North has 
a much better hand than he has 
indigated up to this point, hence 
ove®three no trump he must final- 
ly take some real action. He does 
so by jumping to five hearts, there- 
by demanding a choice from South 
as to whether six hearts or six dia- 
monds would be a better contract. 

Obviously a grand slam contract 
would be very unwise inasmuch as 
it depends on good breaks in two 
suits.

Prof. Paul Valenti of the School 
of Architecture at Washington Uni- 
versity has visualized that career 
for a long time, and now with the 
opening of the Adult Study Cen- 
ter, under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity College, he is ready to do 
something about it. His course in 
residential architecture reveals a 
new and interesting horizon with- 
in the home and presents the 
knowledge and information that 
will qualify a woman to become a 
home expert in a truly professional 
way. 

With a theoretical and practical 
background of architecture and 
home planning, with a lecture credo 
that “Interior architecture is an art 
and architecture itself is more than 
a building craft,” with complete fa- 
miliarity with all phases of home 
design and furnishings, Prof. Va- 
lenti is well equipped to take over 
the task of teaching the importance 
of the home as a potential art cen- 


ter and the new field that is open- 
ing in connection with home archi- 
tecture. 

A woman who goes through the 
schedule outlined in his course, 
should be able to carry on the busi- 
ness of homemaking from _ the 
standpoint of design, from choos- 
ing and arranging the furniture to 
balancing the budget, not only for 
herself, but for other women, to 
help them solve their problems. 


“T begin with interion design and 
furnishings,” Prof. Valenti said in 
explaining the aim of his course, 
“an informal discussion of home 
architecture and furnishing as an 
art, stressing an appreciation of 
esthetic values in home surround- 
ings, as related to the higher spir- 
itual and cultural values in the 
home and the general community.”

It is decidedly not true and such 
statements are dangerous and mis- 
leading. I happen to have the fig- 
ures for the State of Indiana before 
me, and they entirely disprove the 
idea. From 1926 to 1938 there were 
11,478 animal heads examined in 
Indiana, and 6172 were found to 
have Negri bodies which indicate 
rabies. These animals bit or other- 
wise exposed 7659 persons. Hydro- 
phobia developed in 40 of these 
human beings. All died. 

Hydrophobia, or rabies, is such 
a horrible disease, invariably fatal, 
that every possible precaution 
should be used to prevent it. The 
only treatment we have is the Pas- 
teur treatment. 

As is well known, rabies may not 
appear until some time after the 
bite. The shortest period noted in 
this Indiana series was 18 days be- 
tween the bite and the onset of 
symptoms. The sooner the treat- 
ment is given after exposure, the 
better. One of the Indiana cases 
developed rabies after receiving the 
Pasteur treatment, but the treat- 
ment was not begun until the nine- 
teenth day after exposure,

In 
cooking, sweet potato starch added 
to batter in all types of cakes gives 
uniformity of texture free from 
gas holes. In cake icing, sweet po- 
tato starch retards checking.

Child's Tastes

Dislikes.

ARENTS often wonder why 

their children do not do certain 

things they wish them to do. It 
would be nice, they think, if John 
went to church, if Mary did well 
in music, if Sam was interested in 
science, Louise in art. Why is it 
they don’t care about such things 
when other children, not half so 
well advantaged, do very well ing 
them. 

Probably because somebody took 
the trouble to subject these other 
children to the experiences they 
hoped they might accept. That’s the 
only way one can be sure that 
children like, or dislike, certain 
fields of human experience, that 
they have a talent, or lack it. That 
is why children between the ages 
of 12 and 14, roughly measured, 
should enjoy a school that offers 
them varied experiences in such 
activities. If this time goes by 
without allowing children these 
experiences, and the choice of ace 
cepting or rejecting them without 
prejudice, there is little hope of 
stimulating them afterward. 

There is a time in a_ child’s 
growth when he dwells in a state 
of open-mindedness for certain ex. 
periences. Between the seventh 
month and the end of the second 
year, he is wide open to language 
stimulus. He catches at each syl- 
lable, each new word he hears, and 
works at it until he gets it fixed 
in his vocabulary. Between the 
ages of 5 and 7 he is eager to learn 
to read. Now it is easy to teach 
him and he learns willingly, rapid- 
ly, the mechanics of reading. This 
plan of growth holds throughout 
his life, one set of experidnces be- 
ing welcomed after the other 
through maturity. It is during pre- 
adolescence that children begin to 
taste lifelong activities, try out 
their skills, discover talents and 
tastes. It is the function of the 
junior high school to furnish. op- 
portunities for these investigations 
and discoveries. 

Children won't take to art, to 
crafts, to trades, to specialized ex 
periences unless they are stimu. 
lated by experiences with these 
activities. You never know until 
you try whether you can play the 
violin or not and the time to find 
out is just after your twelfth 
birthday. 

“But I offered him a violin 
when he was three years old, And 
kept at it until he was five, and 
he would have none of it.” Very 
likely. You see he may not have 
grown the ears for a violin at 
three or at five, but he might have 
grown them by the time he was 
12 or 13, or 14. You won’t know 
until you try. Tastes and powers 
develop differently in different chile 
dren. The genius starts his work 
early, sometimes, but he is quite 
certain to show it in his pre-ado- 
lescent years. Try him out. If one 
thing fails another will succeed. 

Don’t wish without acting to 
bring your wish to fulfillment. If 
you want a child to enjoy his 
church take him there with you, 
Don’t send him as a duty, but take 
him along as an experience you'd 
hate to have him miss. If you 
wish he would love art take him. 
to the galleries; don’t send him 
for a lesson. If you'd have him 
become a scientist fill his exper 
ences with delightful scientific dis- 
coveries and enjoy them with him,

Dear Mrs. Post: 


LEASE explain just when peo- 
P rie shake hands and when not. 
I think the custom of hand- 
Shaking has changed somewhat 
since yesterday. ' 
Answer: Men always shake hands 
with each other upon being intro- 
duced, and & woman always shakes 
hands with all her guests—both 
when receiving them and saying 
good-by to them. Both men and 
women shake hands when leaving 
(1) some one with whom they have 
been having a long and interesting 
conversation; (2) personal friends 
whom them haven't seen for a long 
time and (3) any one in whom they 
have an especial interest. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Is a maid sup- 
posed to say nothing when waiting 
at the table? What does she say if 
she is spoken to by a lady, or a 
gentleman? That is, what does she 
say after answering their question 
—‘Yes ma’am” and “Yes, sir’? 

Answer: It is considered ex- 
tremely bad manners for any one 
to interrupt the service of one who 
is “on duty” waiting on table, ex- 
cept about something concerned 
with her duty, such as: “I dropped 
my napkin, I’m sorry!” When she 
picks it up, you, of course, say 
“Thank you.” In a house where 
you go often and know the maid 
very well, you naturally greet her 
and say what you like when she 
opens the door for you, but conver- 
sation with her while she is waiting 
on table, or when she is busy 
looking after other visitors, is as 
improper as it would be to talk 
with a soldier when he is on duty.

Brother of Cecil Tells of 
Early Days in Film In- 
dustry. 


By Harold Heffernan 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 1. 
OR many years, a pair of de- 
voted brothers, Cecil B. and 
William CC. De Mille, were 
friendly rivals in the amusement 
field.| William scored first as au- 
thor of “The Warrenfs of Virginia,” 
and half a dozen other successful 


plays, Later, as a movie director, 
however, William was forced to 
bask in the shadow of Cecil's un- 
approachable refulgency. 

But now in their late years, Wil- 
liam steals a sudden march on 
Brother Cecil. He has written an 
engaging story dealing with early 
movie days — “Hollywood Saga” 
(Dutton)—and thus has taken a 
good deal of the wind out of Cecil’s 
long-contemplated autobiography. 

For fans who like to devour fan- 
tastic but nonetheless authentic 
tales of this industry’s amazing rise 
“Hollywood Saga” is a volume to 
be treasured. While it goes far 
back, it does not, of course, trace 
Hollywood from its very beginning 
—because William had been looking 
down his nose at the movies for a 
decade before C. B., with youthful 
enthusiasm and foresight, won him 
over. 

C. B., three years William’s junior 
—was pretty much on his uppers. 
So were Jesse L. Lasky, a minor 
theatrical producer, and a glove 
salesman named Sam _ Goldfish 
(later Goldwyn). <A crony of the 
trio, Arthur Friend, persuaded them 
to pool resources and have a go at 
the movies, then flickering dismally 
through the “Life of An American 
Fireman” era. 

Across a luncheon table in the 
summer of 1913 the Jesse L. Lasky 
Feature Play Co. was born. C. B. 
offered William a share of the 
firm|for $5000—a property he could 
have sold four years later for a 
neat $2,000,000.e William just 
laughed. “Go west, young man,” he 
chided, “and I'll try to save enough 
money to pay your way back.” 

——-0-0O-—— 

C.'B. WENT West. He had the 
rights to Edwin Milton Royle’s play, 
“The Squaw Man,” and a dejected 
little troupe headed by Dustin Far- 
num, a Broadway star already sorry 
he had taken the job. They were 
heading for Flagstaff, Ariz., but 
when they arrived it was raining, 
and this so discouraged them they 
stayed on the train as far as it 
went. 

In a pastoral suburb of Los An- 
geles, called Hollywood, they rented 
half ia barn as a “studio” for $25 a 
month. The owner kept the other 
half for himself, and, when he 
washed his vehicles, the water ran 
under the partition into C. B.’s of- 
fice, forcing the director-general (as 
he was titled) to put his feet into 
the waste basket to keep them dry. 

“The Squaw Man” earned three 
times what it cost, and, back in 
New York, C. B. again brought all 
his persuasiveness "to bear~« upon 
William. William writes that he 
was flattered, but not convinced. He 
finally agreed, however, to go to 
Hollywood for three months, as a 
lark, He went—and stayed 20 years.
